"I have," he said, "tendered my 


resignation to P. M. Smith, chairman 
of the executive committee 
of the 


company. 
I do not know that there 


has been any date.set for a meeting 
of that body. It is before the com- 
mittee and pending Its action I havo 
nothing: to sa'y. It would be Improper 
for me to make any reference as to 
-.vhat I may do or who may succeed 
mo while the subject Is before the 
officers. 


It is understood that Taylor's resig- 


nation is dated to take effect June 15, 
but Taylor would neither admit nor 
deny this, 


F. M. SMITH TO GO EAST. 


As F. M. Smith expects to leave to- 


morrow with his family for his sum- 
mer vacation In the east, and as E. 
A. Heron, president of the Oakland 
Traction Company, was not expected 
to arrive from a trip east until today, 
the action by the executive commit- 
tee on the resignation may be Indefi- 
nitely deferred. 


Samuel J. Taylor was not alone sec- 


retary of the Oakland Traction Com- 
pany, but also of the Oakland Realty 
Syndicate 
and the San Francisco, 


Oakland & San Josu railway, the 
duties of which positions he has per- 
formed with signal ability for many 
years. 
There Is considerable specu- 


lation as to. the cauuse of the resig- 
nation. 
Some local financiers say It 


was occasioned by the division of the 
forces 01 the traction company which 
was Inaugurated when that company 
becajne one of the auxiliary corpora- 
tions of the United" Properties Com- 
pnny of California, which resulted in 
several of the former attaches of the 
traction • company being, transferred 
to the San Francisco 
office 
of the. 


United Properties concern. This later 
was followed by the retirement from 
the position of general manager of 
the traction company of "W. F. Kelly 
and the placing on the shoulders of 
W. R. Alberger the duties of that po- 
sition in connection with, those of the 
vice-presidency of the traction com- 
pany and the United Properties -Com- 
panies of California, which position 
he had previously held. 
Others declare that Taylor has-been 
contemplating for. some time engag- 
ing In commercial life. He is a mem- 
ber of the Tay(o.r .Paper Company of 
San Francisco, with which two of his 
brothers are prominently identified. 
The announcement of the resigna- 


tion has caused surprise in some sec- 
tions but not In others in which the 
people are well Informed as regards 
the conflicting interests which occa- 
sioned the dissolution of the financial 
partnership which had existed so long 
between F. M.- Smith and Frank -C. 
Havens. 
Taylor has .been connected, with the 
traction company for fourteen years. 
For a number of years his office was 
in the First'National Bank building,! 
hut after the merger It was consoll-j 
dated with the other operative offices 
of the Oakland Traction Company in 
the headquarters of the concern at 
the intersection of Grove and Twenty-: 
first streets and San Pablo avenue.

Trying to Ignore Oakland. 


Some of our good friends across the bay take a -world of-pains 


to ignore Oakland. Apparently they believe-we can be put off the; 
map by omitting to mention us; that this thriving, bustling, grow- 
ing city can be kept down and made of no importance by the' simple 
expedient of verbal omission. Oakland will cease to exist; in their 
opinion, if it is not mentioned. Hence the word Oakland is sup- 
pressed whenever it can be done and the existence of Oakland 
ignored as far as possible. 


An example in point is furnished by the program bulletin for 


the National Educational Convention which is soon-to be held in 
San Francisco. This document contains no mention of Oakland, 
No reference is made to this city. 
. 
. 


Presumably the bulletin was prepared .in San Francisco. 
In 


that case one can understand the studied effort to ignore Oakland. 
There are flattering sketches of-Los Angeles and San Diego and 
Portland, Tacoma and Seattle, but nothing about O'akland. Berke- 
ley was barely mentioned because it is the -seat of the State Uni- 
versity. That much had to be said, but there was not a word about 
Berkeley in any other respect. The program merely says the State 
'University is there and says Berkeley lies across the bay from San 
Francisco. 
All the rest is about the university and its summer 


school. 


Yet Oakland is a great educational center. Tt has a public school 


system that is not excelled anywhere, and many private institutions 
of, learning are located here. Mills College, for women, the-only in- 
stitution of its class on the Pacific Coast, is in Oakland. St. .Mary's 
Colic-..., a Catholic school of high rank, is in this city. There is the 
Oakland College of Medicine and Surgery and several seminaries, 
musical conservatories, etc. But Oakland is not on the map so fac 
as the official program of the National Educational Association con- 
vention in San Francisco is concerned. 


This constant omission of all reference to Oakland in printed 


matter of this kind emanating from San Francisco should receive 
the attention of the Chamber of Commerce. They' are not merely 
accidental. They are studied and spiteful. They indicate a spirit 
hostile to this city, evidence of a desire to decry it and put obstacles 
in the path of its progress. Of course such methods cannot really in- 
jure this city or arrest its growth, but they are nevertheless annoy- 
ing and irritating. They promote ill-will between the inhabitants of 
Oakland and San Francisco and provoke an animosity which hin- 
ders development on both sides of the bay along'lines that are har- 
monious and mutually beneficial. 


Whenever assemblages' like the convention of the National Ed- 


cational Association are announced our. Chamber of :Conjmerce 
should see to it that Oakland is not ignored in the literature circu- 
lated, in regard to it. We should help San Francisco in such mat- 
ters and insist on being .treated fairly. Eternal vigilance is the price 
of-liberty—it is also the price of publicity. The Chamber1 of'Com- 
merce should make a note of this. 
- 


Giving up all hope of securing a conviction, owing to the death 


of two important witnesses for the prosecution the ^District Attor- 
ney of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, last week moved the dismissal of 
sixty-two graft indictments found against members of .the .Common 
Council. Another reason assigned by him for making "'the motion 
was that the sentiment in the community had veered around as to 
the graft prosecution. Three judges occupied the bench:at the time, 
and the motion to dismiss the indictments was unanimously granted. 
The Pittsburg graft scandal promised at one time to assume greater 
proportions than that of San Francisco. The former president of 
the Common Council accused of grafting is the only one of the many 
persons indicted who has been convicted and he is now serving a 
term in the Western Penitentiary. 


The clerk of the Weather Bureau seems to have got his calen- 


dar wrong, sorriehow. The nipping and eager air abroad these 
mornings indicates that he'has got January indexed for June. 


Colonel Roosevelt denies that he is committed to Taft or any- 


body else for President in 1912, and he is equally emphatic in say- 
ing he will not be a candidate himself. It is dollars to apples'that 
he will line up for Taft in the end. He is waiting for the-psycholog- 
ical moment to make a dramatic announcement in favor of the 
President.

San 
Unique Festival. 


San Leandro is today celebrating its annual cherry festival, 


which will be continued tomorrow. In fact, tomorrow will be the 
chief day of this unique festival which has now found a permanent 
place in the State's festive calendar.' 
, 


In a special sense, the cherry festival brings money and fame 


to San Leandro. In a more general sense, it is a great advertising- 
medium for Alameda cqunty. It helps very .materially, to keep the 
attention of people residing in other sections of the country cen- 
tered on the richest and most productive agricultural county in the 
State, whose fame has spread abroad largely through the exploita'- 
tiota of the fact that it is the largest cherry-producing section in. the 
Far West and that it has occupied that enviable position for the 
past forty years. 


In the earlier history of the county San Leandro. stood in the 


very center of the cherry-producing belt. 
The growth of popula- 


tion and the expansion of urban improvements in Oakland' have 
within the past decade materially altered San Leandro's rela'tions 
to the cherry orchard territory. Nearly all of the cherry orchards 
which occupied a vast acreage to the westward of that city, when 
it was the county seat, have disappeared, giving way to the'impera- 
tive demand of urban dwellers for home sites. Indeed, San Lean- 
dro's self-expansion is encroaching rapidly on the very horticultural 
industry which has made it famous in the past and in which the 
annual festival shows its people still retain a just pride. 'Urban-ex,- 
pansiori thus threatens ultimately to either extinguish cherry grow- 
ing entirely as a special horticultural industry or drive it eastward 
ifnto new territory now devoted to other uses. 


The earlier the administration takes action toward the erection 


of the auditorium, for which the city recently bonded itself in the 
sum of $500,000, the more it will.be to the general advantage of 
Oakland's interests. 
This city is destined to become- the conven- 


tion city of the Far West, and trre sooner that destiny1 is assured 
t&roug-h the erection of the municipal auditorium _the 'better, 
F 


time should be unnecessarily lost in carrying out the project. Con- 
ventions of all kinds—industrial, commercial,, fraternal and political 
—are all manifesting a desire to come to Oakland. The speedy erec- 
tion of the $500,000 municipal axiditprixim means!'additional fame-and 
revenue to Oakland. The administration should not delay a minute 
in putting fte consummation of the project in motion. One of Oak- 
land's great opportunities is .centered, in it.

Revival of Volcanic Activity. 


The Mexican earthquake' of Wednesday last: proves to. have 


been far more widespread and disastrous than at first reported when 
it was supposed that the,city of Mexico was the seat of the: seismic 
trouble and the chief sufferer. Later advices ,sh9w that the volcano 
Colirna, located in the southern part of the State of Jalisco, is the 
source of disturbance. So violent has been the .present eruption of 
this troublesome volcano that seventy towns are reported destroyed 
and forty-one others more-or less seriously damaged. The cities of 
Colima and' Tolina are not only in ruins, but .they are also being de- 
vastated by:fire. A second and more violent shock -was experienced 
in the city of Mexico yesterday afternoon which severed communi- 
cation with Acapulco and that city is reported t'o be destroyed. ' 


The mortality: has, been very .great. Over fifteen hundred vic- 


tims have already been'reported. The wrecking of the.military bar- 
racks at the city of Mexico resulted in the death of .,130 persons, 
mostly soldiers ^garrisoned in the building. The wrecking of other 
buildings has-brought'the mortality list in the capital to approxi- 
mately two. .hundred.

In the town of Apotlan over 400 dead have been taken from the 


ruins and'over 700 .hundred-persons are reported injured. 


The area most seriously .affected by. the seismic disturbance 


embraces a 560-mile section of the republic, extending from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Pacific ocean and includes nearly a dozen of the 
central States.

The Colima volcano continues in violent eruption and since 


Wednesday the famous volcano of Popocatepetl has become active 
and is belching forth smoke and molten lava which .is reported, to 
be flowing in streams down its flanks.

The enormous convulsion created by the eruption of Colima on 


Wednesday was demonstrated by the fact that the seismographs in 
every observatory on the continent recorded the catastrophe. 


The volcano Colima has been in violent eruption periodically 


for the past four centuries and during the last forty-two years it has 
been in an almost constant state of activity. 


Until this week's eruption 'of Mount Colima no serious earth- 


quake has occurred since the seismic, disturbance which ruined the 
cities of Messina and Reggia and laid waste a large section-of the 
island of. Sicily and the fertile province of Calabria, the southern 
extremity of the Italian peninsula.' But the indications are strong 
that a new period of ^destructive volcanic activity is setting in, for 
following ..close after the volcanic outbreak.in Central Mexico, the 
seismographs, of European'.observatories reported a catastrophal 
earthquake in the basin of the,.Caspian sea. The exact location and 
details of this earthquake have not, however, been'reported. Ap- 
parently, the whole volcanic belt surrounding the earth is in a state 
of unrest.

GILBERT AND HIS WORK 


The death of W. S. Gilbert, albeit he 


died full of years aiid covered with hon- 
ors worthily won, has called forth uni- 
versal expressions of regret. 
For the 


man who is best known through his au- 
thorship of "H. M. S. Pinafore," "Pa- 
tience," "The Mikado" and., the rest of 
those delightful comlo operas that glad- 
dened the youth of so many of us seemed, 
because of hla work, because of the hu- 
man quality of It, to stand to many who 
never knew him personally, in something 
of the light of an intimate friend, 


Discussion is already on as to whether 


or not this master-librettist had. in him 
the making of a great dramatist had fate 
cast his lines In' other , directions. 
It 


seems probable that he might have,• had 
tt not been for that ideal partnership he 
formed early with the late Sir Arthur 
Sullivan; a partnership that meant so 
much of happiness to the world. Of his 
eeulus there can be no doubt, and if,:at 
times, as in the "Bab Ballads," he seem- 
ed to give himself over to rollicking and 
nonsense, ho was at.tha same time cap- 
able of genuine and feeling poetry and 
behind much of hia work, designed pri- 
marily to amuse, there was a very defi- 
nite and always worthy purpose. He was 


like, Charles Dickens In his hatred for 
shams: like him, too, ho was a. master 
caricaturist and ho used his genius fer- 
vently against hypocricies and pretense,. 


But we think that th« largest valua he 


save to. hia aga was his unrelenting op- 
position to having the theater, the field 
in which he worked, pander to demoral- 
ized tastes. It was a task he set himself 
and to which ho rigidly adhered through- 
out his life to provo that tho theatergo- 
ing public could be pleased arid ainuswl 
without resorting to vulgarity. 
The 


standard h« and Sir Arthur Sullivan ««t 
for themselves Mr. Gilbert himself re- 
corded in hi3 reminiscences. He wrote: 


"We resolved that our plots, however 


ridicule**, should be coherent; that our 
dialogue should be void of offense, that, 
on artistic principles, 
no man\should 


play a woman's part and. no woman A 
man's. Finally, we agreed, that no lady 
of the company should be required 
to 


wear a dress that sho could" not wear 
with absolute propriety at a 
prfv»t«

KnoxvlIIe, Chattanooga, Nashville, Louis- 
ville;, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Bloomingr- 
ton, Springfield;. St. Louia^ Memphis,.Little- 
Rock, Vlcksburg, New Orleans, Mobile, 
Montgomery, Birmingham, Atlanta, Ma- 
con, Jacksonville^ St. Auguatlnei Sav- 
annah, Charleston, Augusta, Columbia, 
Charlotte, Danville, Baltimore, New York 
and Hartford.

Threat of litigation, has been.'made, and 
in tile past, pending the conclusion of 
litigation, the company has collected the 
increased rate.

thousands of dollars in revenue obtained 
in this manner.

pal church, disputed that fact by stating 
that the Englishwomen were considered 
queens ' in their household. He declared 
that a real English home la tho nearest 
approach to heaven to be found on earth. 


REPUBLIC DOOMED. 


"That the rapid-trend of events of this 


country appears to be toward a possible 
final breaking, up of the republic not In 
the immediate present, but In the t not

said Phillips, "also the universal graft, 
corruption and the unrestricted immigra- 
tion and other harmful conditions existing.

"I believe that the chivalry and common

WOMAN'S SIDE. 


Mrs. James B. Hume, former president 


of . the 
State 
Federation of Women's 


Clubs, presented the suffrage cause In'a 
short address In which she traced the evo- 
lution o£ women. She asserted that the 
American woman occupied a unique po 
sition in the affairs of the country today 
because, while the men had laid upon her 
the burden of housekeeping and th6 edu- 
cation of the children, imposing on her 
all the obligations of citizenship and had 
her in a| position of political outlaw. 


"The only way for the betterment of 


present evils Is by legislation," said. Mrs. 
Hume. 
"Women stand for betterment-of 


conditions and yet they hava been held 
back from the only means of accomplish- 
ing these things. 


."The growth ot cities and the division 


of'labor demand, tho liberation of women. 
In the realm of niuncipaL house-cleaning 
women are playing an important part. The 
up-to-date women are censoring the mov- 
ing picture shows and are.assisting in the 
amelioration of existing evils. 
She is in- 


teresting- . herself In activities outside of 
her home. 
She has found it her privi- 


lege to enlarge and better her physical, 
social a.nd home conditions. Women jhre 
taking their pjace In the vanguard of all 
the progressive movements of the day. 


SUCCESS OF VOTE.

frage amendment depends upon the good 
will of 6000 laborers In San Francisco to
